Election/Restrictions 

1 . This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species of the claimed invention: various polymer compositions and the corresponding 
methods of making, 

Polymer composition (i) described in claims 1-3, 

Polymer composition (ii) described in claim 4 and the corresponding method of 
making described in claim 12, 

Polymer composition (iii) described in claim 5 and the corresponding method of 
making described in claims 10-1 1 and 13, 

Polymer composition (iv) desaibed in claim 6, 

Polymer composition (v) described in claim 7, 

Polymer composition (vi) described in claim 8, 

Polymer composition (vii) described in claim 9 and the corresponding method of 
making described in claims 17 and 18 (note, claims 17 and 18 are identical). 

Polymer composition (viii) prepared by the method described in claim 14, 
Polymer composition (ix) prepared by the method described in claim 1 5, 
Polymer composition (x) prepared by the method described in claim 16. 
Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species, 
one polymer composition, for prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be
